The  painter  does  best  with  quality  oils  and  fine  canvas,  the  engineer  of  today 
builds  best  in  terms  of  modern  equipment,  and  the  miracle  drugs  of  this  decade  have  revolutionized  medical 
procedure.  Education  too  must  keep  pace  with  progress. 

To  those  who  teach,  a new  and  modern  school  is  an  inspiration.  To  those  who  come  to  learn,  it  represents  the 
beginning  of  a new  approach.  To  parents,  it  represents  a commitment  fullfilled  and  a future  of  high  expecta- 
tion. 

To  the  old,  we  bid  farewell;  to  the  new,  we  look  with  pride.  May  we  always  be  aware  of  a treasured  past  and 
in  the  light  of  a new  day  and  a new  era  feel  a responsibility  to  tradition,  to  heritage,  and  to  that  which  is  to 
come.  Let  us  in  leaving  dilute  our  sadness  with  the  brightness  of  a promising  future.
